There is no fu- 
neral more to be desired by the res- 
pectable people of Atlanta than that 
of Bob Tvombs. 

Unquestionably this man was g-fted 
by mature with a hard brain, a large 
brain and a powerful constitution. It 
is said that he would have livei to 
nearly one hundred years of age but 
er his habits.

They were all deud 
men from thetime of their capture,

such a cool determination. The Czar's 
successor has already been threatened, 
and it would be well for him to study 
closely the causes which raised him to 
the throne. Russia is an absolute 
monarchy heretofere limited only by 
assassination, and it may be that Ni- 
hilism means the introduction of me- 
thod and system into the work of 
kiog killing. The Nihilists now hold 
the veto power in Russia, they have 
taken upon them executive function- 
and the new ruler can not igoore the 
situation. Men do not go proudls 
and coolly to the scaffold for the mere 
pleasure of seeing blood. There is » 
purpose and determination about 
these acts which can never be defeat- 
ed, aud history does not siow an in- 
stance to the contrary. The assas- 
sins of Alexander may be near him.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cnar. LXVII.—An Act to encourage 
the construction of a railroad from 
the tewn of Eureka, State of Nevada, 
to the Colorado river. 

. [Approved March 2, 1881. 

The people of the State of Nevada; 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Srcrton 1. The Eureka and Colorado 
River Railroad Company, a corporation 
heretofore organized in anuary. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-one; and 
now existing under and by virtue of the 
laws of the Btate of Nevada, is hereby 
given and granted the right, privilege 
and franchise of building, constructing, 
maintaining and operating a railroad 
with iron rails, between a point within 
one-quarter of a mile of the Court 
House, iu the town of Eureka, in Eureka 
county, State of Nevada, and thence oy 
the most feasible and practicable route 
through or in the vicinity of Hercules 
Gap, in White Pine county, past Pioche, 
within six miles of said town, to a point 
in the State of Nevada on the Colorado 
river, at or near the town of Callville; 
the guage of said railroad shall be what 
is known as narrow gage.
